A LEXEI KOSYGIN, chairman of the council of min- 
A | stere 0 f the U.S.S.R., has gone home to Moscow 
after an eight-day visit to London, unprecedented in 
■bme respects and highly significant in ® t ^ iers - . 

Never before had a Soviet leader addressed both i 
Houses of Parliament. Mr. Kosygin’s entertainment 
at Buckingham Palace provides nothing like the same 
impact anywhere as does his appearance before the 
Lords and Commons. 

This was a iare privilege. 

But there are any number of reassuring develop¬ 
ments from this visit or a statesman. It could have 
been expected, of course, that both Mr. Kosygin and 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson would designate their 
exchange of views as “highly successful.” It might 
be that the establishment of a “hot line” between 10 
Downing St. and the Kremlin is no more than evi¬ 
dence of their acceptance of the convenience of this 
sort of communication. On the other hand, it might 
mean much more. . , 

Both leaders renounced once more the use or 
force for settling disputes and their conviction that 
capitalist and Communist states must ‘ co-operate in 

Deace.” * 

They resolved to work towards East-West recon- 4 
filiation in Europe and Pan-European co-operation at 

Rl11 *They discussed a conference of all European 
atates on the issue of a continental security system, 
although Premier Kosygin was opposed and Prime 
Minister Wilson favored inclusion of the United States 
in such a meeting, or at least its invitation. 

Mr. Wilson welcomed the Russians offer of a 
treaty of friendship and both "looked forward to ne¬ 
gotiation of such a pact 

They talked of trade, and Premier Kosygin prom¬ 
ised to buy more from Britain to balance a sit uation 
which now favors Russia heavily. And they agreed 
to expand scientific and technological cooperation, 
and consultation in the fields of sport science and 
culture, aiming at a closer understanding between the 
two nations. 

They were obviously preoccupied with the situa¬ 
tion in Vietnam and although they found ho formula 
for peace they are still determined to pursue it 

Mr. Wilson made no secret of the fact that during 
these conversations he kept in close touch with Presi¬ 
dent Lyndon Johnson, and that for all the pledges or 
a closer Anglo-Russian relationship and of goodwill, 
the British position at the right hand of her American 
ally was unaltered. Mr. Kosygin’s acceptance of the 
fact is as hopeful a sign as any that his government 
would be receptive to any suggestion which might 
modify the long-standing position of distrust and sus¬ 
picion which has existed between Russia and the 
United States. 

But it has been the treatment by the Russian 
news media, in particular the television service, of 
the visit of Premier Kosygin that may prove the most 
significant aspect of the whole occasion. Every de¬ 
tail of the premier’s meeting with the British people, 
his friendly—even smiling—greetings to the crowds, 
his sightseeing, his interviews, all these things were 
on the Soviet screens for the edification of his people. 
And while no doubt the record enhanced Mr. Kosygin's 
political image, it would also dispel some of the doubts 
in Russian minds of Just what sort of people are these 
capitalistic slaves in Britain. 

Much could come of this meeting. It will most 
certainly create a warmer atmosphere for the visit 
to Moscow next May of Britain’s foreign secretary, 
Mr. George Brown, and for a further meeting of Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Kosygin at a date yet to be set 

Russia's acceptance of Great Britain as a power 
of potent influence in Europe should do nothing to 
disturb the Anglo-American relationship. It is some¬ 
thing, indeed, that practical planners in Washington 
should welcome and encourage.

‘Pollution Act Is Gobbledv-Gook ’ 


By MARY TAYLOR 

PORT ALBERNI — The 
Pollution Control Act in 
B.C. is one of the finest 
pieces of legislation oa the 
continent, on paper. 

“But in practice, it is 
gobbledy-gook,” said Tom 
Parkin, organizer for the 
United Fishermen and Al¬ 
lied Workers’ Union. 

He was speaking to a public 
meeting on pollution control 
Sunday. 

Mr. Parkin said he asked 
Municipal Affairs Minister Dsn 
Campbell wbat would happen if 
the Pollution Control Board 
ordered a mimlcipallty to cease 
polluting water with sewage, 
and then the ratepayers voted 
down a bylaw to provide a 
aewage plant 

He said the minister told Mm 
“nothing could bs dans."
